In  my  estimation,  said  Dr.  Everett,  in  a 
recent  lecture  in  New  York,  the  Venus  de 
Milo  and  not  the  Venus  de  Medici  is  the 
standurd  for  beauty.  If  a  woman  stoops, 
all  her  organs  acquire  in  time  n  morbid  po¬ 
sition.  If  the  chin  naturally  protrudes, 
learn  to  draw  it  in.  Women  w  ho  stoop  and 
who  do  not  carry  their  heads  erect  seldom 
bear  life’s  burdens  hcroi^ily.  Women 
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should  be  five  feet  six  inches  high;  men  six 
feet  high.  In  New  York,  sad  to  say, throngs 
of  women  may  be  met  on  Broadway  only 
five  feet  in  higlit,  or  a  little  over  ;  some 
even  of  iliore  diminutive  stature.  The

should  go  out  of  fashion.  This  physical 
diminutiveness  can  l>e  avoided  by  right 
methods  in  Ihe  use  of  food.

Pains  in  the  neck  and 
spinal  column  can  be  obviated  by  eating 
brown  bread.  As  one-half  of  nervous  mat¬ 
ter  is  posphorous,  food  must  tend  to  pro¬ 
duce  phosphorus.  I  must  case  my  mind  on 
the  question  of  teeth.  Children  under  16 
years  of  age  should  be  reared  largely  on 
brown  bread  and  milk  ;  then  they  will  pos¬ 
sess  pearly  teeth,  brilliant  eyes,  healthy 
complexions.  Condiments  are  abomina¬ 
tions.  Mustard,  vinegar,  and  catsups  should 
be  discarded,  and  salt  indulged  in  sparing¬ 
ly.  Sugar  and  molasses  come  uuder  the 
head  of  condiments.  Although  some  chem¬ 
ists  and  physiologists  advocate  sugar  as  an 
article  of  food,  yet, because  the  body  makes 
sugar  from  the  starchy  food  eaten,  the  pure 
article  is  unnecessary.  Neuralgia  is  an  in¬ 
dication  of  deteriorated  blood,  and  should 
be  cured  by  eating  brown  bread,  oat¬ 
meal  porridge — any  thing  containing  much 
bran. 

No  variety 'of  wine  should  be  drunk.  Ever 
since  the  world  was  created  women  have 
Been  men’s  tempters,  and  thonld  avoid  en¬ 
couraging  them  in  the  use  of  liquor.  Wo¬ 
men  who  in  any  sense  of  the  word  indulge 
in  alcoholic  stimulants  seem  >o  lack  refine¬ 
ment  and  true  womanliness.

Food  should  be  chosen  with  reference  to 
the  season.  In  the  Spring,  vegetables,  and 
in  the  Summer,  fruit®, should  take  the  place 
of  heartier  food.  Men  do  not  wear  well  iu 
New  York  ;  they  are  at  their  prime  at  33 
instead  of  at  50,  becausd  their  eating  is  not 
properly  regulated.  II dinner  must  be  aerv- 
ed  at  6,  7,  or  8  o’clock,  let  it  be  light,  and 
the  heavy  b**o1  eaten  in  the  morning.  I 
nm  not  a  vegetarian.  Vegetarians  are  often 
from  necessity  gormundizeis,  because 
they  must  eat  so  much  in  order  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  sufficient  amount  of  nutriment  I 
believe  in  an  occasional  piece  of  good  roast 
beef,  fish  is  an  excellent  article  of  food  ; 
bi.t,  o»iln**'»il  is  the  food  per  excellence.

The  Poitil  Laws- 

The  Morris  Jersey  man,  in  behalf  of  t!.e 
“country  newspapers."  Vlenie*  that  they 
have  asked  the  franking  privilege,  or  grum¬ 
bled  ovepaying  postage  upon  their  ex¬ 
changes."  The  charging  of  postage,  it  re¬ 
marks,  upon  their  papers  in  the  counties 
where  tkev  are  published  is  not  a  matter 
that  affects  them  to  any  extent.  It  is  paid 
by  their  subscribers.and  none  of  the  papers, 
we  apprehend,  that  are  worth  supporting  at 
all,  have  lost  a  dozen  subscribers  because  of 
t ho  postage  being  charged  upon  them.  But 
the  people  in  the  country — the  subscribers 
to  these  papers — do  grumble.  They  reason 
that  while  thousands  of  dollars  are  paid  out 
of  the  Treasury  for  the  free  delivery  of 
letters  in  the  cities,  of  which  they  are  com¬ 
pelled  to  pay  their  proportion,  it  was  not 
much  to  ask  that  their  weekly  paper,  trans¬ 
mitted  but  a  few  miles  at  no  expense  to  the 
Treasmv.  or  not  transmitted  at  all,  but  sim¬ 
ply  handed  to  them  through  the  post  office, 
should  come  to  them  untuxed  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  They  think  that  while  burdens  are 
imposed  for  the  support  of  the  postal  system, 
tha  benefits  derived  from  it  should  be  as 
equally  and  fairly  distributed  throughout 
the  countrv  as  possible;  and  as  an  offset  to 
the  large  amounts  paid  to  sustain  the  free 
deliverv  in  the  cities,  there  is  nothing  un¬ 
reasonable  iu  the  demand  that  a  free  delivery 
to  them  of  their  local  paper,  from  tne  post¬ 
age  upon  which  but  a  trifling  revenue  is  de¬ 
rived  and  which  actually  costs  the  Govern¬ 
ment  nothing  at  all,  should  be  conceded. 
And  they  make  a  wide  distinction  between 
the  giving  of  this  right  and  the  lestoration 
of  the  Franking  Privilege,  with  all  its  mon¬ 
strous  abuses,  and  the  printing  and  distrib¬ 
uting  of  cart-loads  of  useless  books  that  no¬ 
body  reads  and  nobody  wants,  at  ail  annual 
co.*t  of  linudieds  of  Thousands  of  dollars. 
The  morses  of  the  people  thoroughly  under¬ 
stand  this  whole  matter,  and  many  'of  the 
Members  of  Congress  will  bo  wiser  than  they 
are  a  year  or  two  lienee.
